He 
cherefore marched back toward Naum- 
burg, and fixed his head quarters at 
Hucteiladt. The combined army then 
returned to Gotha, Erfurth, and Wey- 
mar, where it halted, to wait fora re- 
wnlorcement expeéted from M. Richlieu, 
then in the county of Halberftadt. ‘To- 
wards the end of O ober, the combi- 
ned army having been reinforced by the 
cctachment fent by M. Richiieu, began 
to move towards Saxony; while the 
oof Prufia made a feint of turning 
off with the ereatelt part of his army to- 
wards Berlin, leaving M. Keith with 
yout Sooo men to defend Leipfic. ‘The 
combined army reached the river Sala 
the 23d. On notice of this, M. 
neith ordered the Pruffian detachments

The combined army, in their retreat, 
burnt down the bridges at Weifenfels, 
Merfeburg, and Halle; but the Pruf- 
fians having repaired them, crotled the 
Sala at thofe towns, and all the three 
columns joined, Nov. 3. at the village 
of Rotbach, 
Praflia prepared to attack the enemy, 


- who were potted on the oppofite fide of 


the river, facing the Pruflians. Accord- 
ingly next day a bloody battle enfued 
between the two armiesj in which the 
Proffians gained a complete viclory. 
The Profan army confiited but of 
20,000 men, and that of the French and 
troops of the empire of 50,000 at lealt. 
‘The battle Jailed but an hour and a half, 
and only fix battalions of the Praffians 
left wing were engaged. At fiveo’clock 
at night the viciory was decided; and 
the combined army fled with the utmott 
precipitation, being purfued as long as 
there was any light. They hurried on 
to Freyburg, and, after a whole night’s 
march, arrived at the river Unftrut, and 
pafied it, retiring in the greateft confu- 
fion. ‘The Pruflians purlued the runa- 
ways for feveral days, made many prie 
foners, and took a good deal of bag- 
gage. Jt was faid, that the combined 
army had 30co men killed onthe field of 
battle, and that about Sooo were taken 
prifoners, among whom were eight 
French generals and near 300 officers 
of different ranks, many of whom af- 
terwards died of their wounds. An of 
ficer in the army of the empire owned, 
that they had loit all their baggage and 
artillery, and at leat 10,coo men. 
The Pruftians had not quite 300 killed 
and wounded. ‘They took 63 pieces of 
cannon, allnew, and in the bett condi- 
tion, 15 ftandards, 2 pair of kettle. 
drums, and 7 pairefcolours. Pr. Hen- 
ry, the King’s brother, and the Gere- 
rals Scydelitz and Meinecke, were fights 
ly wounded ; Col. Prignitz was killed. 
‘Lhe Proflians porfued | the runaways as 
far as Exfurth aod Querfurth. Soon af- 
ter this battle, the remains of the cxe- 
cution-army feparated from the French, 
and retired towards Bamberg in Fran- 
conia:

conia; and the Prince de Soubife col- 
lected the fcattered parties of the French 
at Nordhaufen in Thuringia; which he 
diftributed in fuch a manner, that his 
left extended to Halberitadt, and his 
right to the frontiers of the landgraviate 
o!

While the King of Pruffia triumph- 
ed thus over the auxiliaries of the houfe 
of Auflria, matters did not fucceed fo 
well in Silefia. The Auftrians opened 
the trenches before Schweidnitz on the 
26th of O&ober, and began to batter 
that city on the 3d of November, with 
Go cannon and 30 mortars. The gare 
rijom, made a vigorous defence, and 
killed a great many of the befiegers. 
Bur a general aflault having been given 
onthe rith, it was faid the governor 
only capitulated the next day at noon, 
behind the intrenchments he had made 
vpon the great market-place; by which 
the garrilon, confilting of roregiments of 
foot, 3 fquadrons of dragoons, and 3 of 
huilars, amounting in all to near 5000 
men, with Gen. Seers, the governor, 
and the Generals Rebentifch, Grumb- 
kow, and Mitchapel, and M. Warne- 
ri, Colonel of huiiars, were obliged to 
fjurrender themielves prifoners of war. 
‘Vhe Auttrians got in this place 164 pie- 
ces of cannon, 14 large and 145 {mall 
mortars, with vait quantities of warlike 
flores, provitions of all kinds, and 

» florins in money. A Pruflian 
account fays, that the fiege of this 
town was carried on with great vigour, 
and coitthe beliegers Soco men; that 
in the general ailault of Nov.ii. the 

were vigoroully repulled, and lolt fome 
thoufands; that with all their efforts 
they could only carry two redoubts, 
but were not able to make a breach in 
the frit rampart; that though the go- 
vernor capitulated, yet the garrifon dur- 
rendered with the greateit reluance, 
after having offered feveral times to cut 
their way through the enemy ; that 
hearing on the road the news of the 
victory gained by their fovereign near 
R ofbach, they were fo tranlported with 
joy, that they refelved to attempt re- 
his Majetty’s troops; that ac- 
cordingly they beat the weak guard

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which was fet over them, and got away, 
fo that only 200 of them arrived at the 
place of their deftination. One of the ar- 
ticles of the capitulation propofed by the 
Pruffian governor of Schweidnitz was, 
‘© That the city fhould be maintained 
in all its privileges, and the Proteftants 
in the free exercife of their religion.” 
To which C. Nadafti anfwered, ‘* This 
mult depend on the clemency of the 
Emprefs-Queen.” We were told by 
advices from Vienna of Nov. tg. that 
the Emprefs had agreed to this article 
as propofed, 

The Auftrian Generals, Pr. Charles 
of Lorrain and M. Daun, being now 
matters of Schweidnitz, and being join. 
ed by the body of troops that had been 
employed in the fiege of that town, re- 
folved to attack the Prince of Bevern, 
without lofs of time, before the King of 
Pruflia could come to his afliflance. A 
bloody battle enfued between the two 
armies Nov. 22. According to the Au- 
{trian accounts, collected from different 
hands and places, the cannonade, which 
was the molt violent that had ever been 
heard, (40 twenty-four pounders, befides 
other pieces of a {maller bore, having 
been ufed), lafled from half an hoor 
pat nine in the morning till one af- 
ter noon, when a sharp fire of {mall 
arms began, which contiaued till five ; 
the Pruilians made a molt obilinate re- 
filtance, rallied three different times, 
but were overpowered by numbers ; the 
Auttrians loft 20,000 men ; and the lofs 
of the Pruflians was not computed at a- 
bove 3 or 4000 in killed, wounded, and 
prifoners. After the battle, one part of 
the Pruilian army threw theméelves into 
Breflau, and the refit pofted themfelves 
under its cannon. Orher Auftrian ac- 
counts fay, that the Pruihans loft 10,000 
men ; but that their own lofs was only 
606 killed, 4602 wounded, 437 — 
in all s7o5; 368 horfes killed, wound- 
ed, or loft: A reprefentation of the cafe 
which few will be able to believe, con- 
fidering the Prince of Bevern’s fituation. 

A Praflian officer, in his relation of 
this battle, fays, that the Auftrians 
were at leaft two thirds fronger than the 
Profiians ; that Gen. Nadatti took pot 
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Jan.1758. 
with his corps upon the flank of the 
Profian left wing; that the enemy's 
richt was entirely beat, and forced to 
retire to Newmarck; that Lt-Gen. 
/iethen, who commanded the Pruflians 
left, routed Nadatti’s feparate corps; 
that the enemy believed the battle loft, 
and in feveral places thought of nothing 
but fying ; but that fome regiments of 
the Pruflians right wing having greatly 
juiered, the Prince of Bevern thought 
proper, after having maintained the 
veld near five hours, to retire into his 
camp, and to crofs the Oder the next 
night; thatthe Auitrians feeing not one 
man between them and Breflau, return- 
cd, and took poffeffion of the field of 
battle, which the Pruffians had aban- 
coned, to their great aftonifhment ; that 
the Proflians lois was not very confider- 
able, but that of the Auftrians very 
great, for that, according to the moft 
certain advices, and intercepted letters, 
they had above 20,000 either killed or 
wounded, 

On the 23d the Pruffian army in- 
camped behind Breflau. The 24th, the 
Prince of Bevern going out, about four 
the morning, without any attendant but 
a groom, to reconnoitre the pofition of 
the Auttrians, fell in with a fentry of 
hore, and was made prifoner by fome 
of Gen. Beck's Croats, not without 
‘uipicions of his having thrown himfelf 
in their way He was firft condu&ed 
to that general, afterwards to Stablwitz, 

* As the manner in which the Prince was ta- 
ken prifoner is looked upon as very extraordina- 
Ty, will not be unacceptable to our readers, to 


fee how our countryman, the late Earl of Craw- 


ford, behaved on a like occafion. “ This noble- 
msn, fo remarkable for his courage and thirft of 
exhibited a very extraordinary inftance of 
P'cnce of mind on the morning that preceded 
battle of Roucoux [viii 493-]. He and fome 
lunti¢ rs, accompanied by his aid-de-camp, and 
~ ‘ced by two orderly dragoons, had rede out

Then he afked, if they had perceived 
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then to Znaim, and at laft to Brinn in 
Moravia. Upon this event, Lt-Gen. de 
Kiau took the command of the Proflian 
army, and repafied the Oder, to waitthe 
King’s arrival, Onthe 23d the Auftrians 
fummoned the governor of Breflau, who 
had under him eight battalions, amount- 
ing to about 3000 men, to furrender ; 
which he having refufed to do, they 
prepared to invett the place. But Lt- 
Gen. de Leftewitz, the commandant, 
not being in a condition to defend the 
city, which was badly fortified, and 
very extenfive, againft fo powerful an 
army, was obliged to be content with 
obtaining a free retreat for the garrifon 
and all the fick, on condition of their 
not ferving againft the Emprefs-Queen 
or her allies during the war. ‘Thus the 
Auftrians became matters of Breflau, and 
thought themfelves certain of fecuring 
good winter-quarters in Silefia. 

But in the mean time the King was 
not idle. On the 12thof November he 
marched from Leipfic with 19 batta- 
lions and 28 fquadrons, amounting to 
about 15,000 men, intending, if pof- 
fible, to relieve Schweidnitz. ‘The 16th 
he paffed the Elbe at Torgau, and ar- 
rived next day near Groflenhayn, from 
whence the Auftrian general Haddick, 
with about 2000 pandours, had retreated 
in the morning to Konigfbruck. Of 
500 huffars, whom this general had lefe 
in the neighbourhood of Reder, feveral 
were put to the fword, 40 made’prifon- 


any of the enemy’s parties? and being anfwered 
in the negative, * Very well,’ faid he; * be upon 


your guard; and if you be attacked, I will 


take care that you fhall be fuflained.’ So faying, 
he and his company retired before the ferjeant 
could recolleét himfclf from the firprife occafion- 
ed by this unexpected addrefi. In all probabili- 
ty he was foon fenfible of his miftake; for the 
incident was that very day publicly ment.oned 
in the French army.

At Grofien- 
hayn the King received the news of the 
{urrender of Schweidnitz. Onthe 18th 
he arrived at honigtbruck, from whence 
the eenerals Haddick and Marthal reti- 
redto Lauban. His Majetty continued 
his march, without obitacle, by Ca- 
memz, Bautzen, and Gorlitz, and on 
the 24th reached Naumburg on the 
Quiefs in Sileia. Here he received an 
account of the battle of Breflau, and of 
the {urrencer of that city. His Majelty 
fet out from Naumburg on the 26th, and 
‘The 
Aullrian Colonel Gerfderf, who had juit 
arrived there with 11co cutrailiers, 
goon, hutiars, hunters, and pandours, 
was furprited in this little town during a 
fair, Profians killed mace 
150 prifoners, and dilperied the reit.

reft back to the Aullrian army. March- 
ing a league further, his Majefty came 
up with that army near one o'clock, 
when a moft bloody battle enfued. It 
lafted from one o'clock till four; whea 
the Pruilians obtained a complete vitto- 
ry, their enemies flying in two bodies, 
the one towards Breflau, and the other 
towards Schweidnitz. It was faid, that 
the difpolitions made by his Majefty in 
this ation, furpailed every thing he had 
formerly done, and that they were never 
more happily executed. The Auftrians 
foucht with ereat relolution and brave- 
ry, and when one line was routed, pre- 
fented a freth one at the village of Leu- 
taen, which they defended with uncom- 
mon obilinacy. ‘Lhe taking of that 
poll decided the vidory; for nothing 
could withiland the impetuofity of the 
Profiians. ‘The King purfued the ene- 
my as faras Liila, where he lay that 
night with hisarmy underarms. Next 
day he fent Lt-Gen. Zicthen, witha 
trong party of hosfe and foot, in purfuit 
of the fugitives. The Auftrians had a- 
bout coc killed, and many more wound- 
ed; though they pretended their lofs 
confilted only of 1983 killed and 4891 
wounded, all o874. The Proffians 
made their own lofs to be soo killed, 
and about z300 wounded. By the rcth 
there were brought iato the Prufliancamp 
21,500 prijoners, 116 picces‘of cannon, 
51 colours and ftandards, and 4000 ame 
munition and baggage weggons. As 
mong the prifoners were two generals, 
and 305 ciicers, many efghem field-of- 
‘cers. The Auflrian army before this 
action was computed at 000 effeive 
men; but by the scth was faid to be 
dwincled ax 30,000. hey fled 
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with fo much precipitation, and were 
‘ced with fuch a panic, that a cornet 
of Ziethen’s regiment, with only ten 
men, took and brought in roo Auftrian 
joldiers ; for which he was madeaknight 
of the order of merit, and received a cap- 
tain’s commifiion. 

The victorious King invefted Breflau 
on the 7th, and pufhed on the fiege with 
fuch vigour, that the town furrendered 
on the zoth; and the garrifon, confifting 
of 14 general officers, and about 17,000 
men, were made prifoners of war. The 
Prufians found 144,000 florins in the 
military chett, and the magazines were 
wellitocked. They recovered 37 pieces 
ofcannon that had been Joit in the bate 
‘eof Nov. 22. and found all the artil- 
ry belonging to the town, betides 44 
p.cces belonging to the Auftrians. 

After the batile the remains of the 
\ulrian army under’ Pr. Charles and 
\l, Daun, took poft under the cannen 
o cchweidnita. Having reinforced that 
carrion, they retreated into Bohemia. 
ochiveidnitz was foon afterinvefted, but 
oy the end of the year had not {urren- 

ered. Lignitz furrendered Dec. 29.

He ettablifhed his head- 
quarters at Poltelberg in the circle of 
Saatz. From thence he tent detache 
ments, who laid under contribution all 
the neighbouring cantons to within a 
very hittle diflance of Prague. Gen. 
Itzenplitz was difpatched with three bat- 
talions to Leitmeritz; from whence he 
chafed the garrifon, burnt the bridge on 
the Elbe, and deftroyed a contiderable 
magazine, coniilling of 4000 tuns of 
meal, and a great quantity of unthrethed 
corn; after which he rejoined the Mare 
fhal. ‘Vhe Auttrian general, Marshal, 
made forced marches, with fix regiments 
of infantry and fix of cavalry, to fave the 
magazine of Leitmeritz; but was too 
late; to he retired to Prague, where the 
alarm was very great. Dut as the feafon 
was too far advanced to undertake any 
thing againft that place, and as it was 
neceilary to quit Bohemia before the 
pafies on the mountains were blocked up 
with fnow, the Marthal fet out on his re- 
turn, Dec. 1. and arrived at Chemnitz 
onthe sth, without the lofs of a fingle 
man. It is faid, that the Marfhal, in 
this expedition, relealed a great many 
Pruflian prifoners, and levied from one 
monattery 24,000 florins. Towards the 
end of the year, he was marching with 
his corps into Franconia, with delign, it 
was faid, to dillodge the troops of the 
empire, and to take up winter-quarters 
there. 

While the King was at Naumburg, 
before the battle of Rofbach, and the 
Prince of Anhault Deflau was gone to 
Torgau, a body of Autlrian troops from 
Gorlitz in Lufatia, under Gen. Haddick, 
broke into the cleftorate of Brandenburg. 
On the 16th of October they appeared 
before: Berlin, the capital; fummoned 
the city to furrender, and attacked two 
of the gates, which they fooa forced, 
The Queen and the reft of the royal fa- 
mily retired to Spandau, a fore about 
two miles off, ‘The magittrates treated 
with Haddick, and agreed to pay him a 
contribution of 200,000 crowns. Next 
morning, having received the money, he 
marched off very precipitately. His 
troops committed great diforders, fil- 
laging many houfes, and maffacring 
vera 
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veral innocent perfons, among whom 
was privy-counfellor Stofch, an old man 
about eizhty years of age. On notice of 
this irruption, Pr. Maurice of Anhalt 
Deflau marched with the utmott celerity 
from ‘Torgau to the relief of Berlin, and 
arrived there on the 18th. He could not 
come up with the enemy ; but fome of 
his advanced parties made feveral of 
Haddick’s corps prifoners, and retook a 
cart laden with a part of the contribu- 
tion. The King advanced to Anneburg 
to attack them in the rear; but was not 
fo happy astocome up with them. From 
Spandav the Quéen, with the reft of the 
royal family, retired to Magdeburg, as 
a place of greater fafety ; but towards 
the end of the year returned to Berlin.

the outlines of his character, which even 
cotemporary jealouly, envy, and malig- 
nity, are forced to admire, and which 
more impartial pofterity, if it can be- 
lieve, almoft adore. 

By the mere natural ftrength and fu- 
periority of his genius, without expe- 
rience, he broke out atonce, a general, 
a hero. He dittinguithed with precifion, 
what inferior minds never diicover at all, 
the difference between great difficulties, 
and impoffibilities ; and being never dif- 
couraged by the former, has often feem- 
ed to execute the latter. 

Indefatigably laborious and aftive, 
coolly intrepid in aGion, he difcerns as 
by intuition, feizes with rapidity, and im- 
proves with fill, the short, favourable, 
and often decifive moments of battle. 
Modeit and magnanimogs after victory, 
he becomes the generous protector of his 
fubdued and captive enemies. Refolute 
and undejected in misfortunes, he has 
rilcn {uperior to diftreiies, and ftruggled 
with ditheulties, which no courage nor 
conttancy, but his own, would have re- 
filled, or could have furmounted.

But as he cannot always command 
the fuccefs which he always deferves, he 
may perhaps be obliged to yield at lat 
to the fuperior numbers of almoft all Eu. 
rope combined again{ft him; their le. 
gions may perhaps conquer, but his vir- 
tues muft triumph. 

As aking, he is a man, a citizen, a 
legiflator, and a patriot. His own ex: 
tenfive mind forms all his plans of go- 
vernment, undebafed by felfith minifte- 
rial interefts and mifreprefentations. Ju- 
fice and humanity are his only mini- 
fters. 

In his own dominions he has reformed 
the law, and reduced it to equity, by a 
code of his own digefting.

He 
equally abhors the guilt of making mar- 
tyrs, and the folly of making hypocrites. 

Greatly above all narrow local preja- 
dices, he has invited and engaged, by a 
general indijcriminating naturalization, 
people of all nations to fettle in his do- 
minions. He encourages and rewards 
the induftrious, he cherifhes and honours 
the learned, and man as man where-ever 
opprefled by civil, or perfecuted by ec- 
clefiaftical tyranny, finds a fure refuge 
in his fentiments of juftice and humanity, 
which the purple robe has not been able 
to fmother. 

A philofopher, undazzled with the 
{plendor of the heroic parts of this cha- 
racter, may perhaps inquire after the 
milder and focial virtues of humanity, 
and feek for the man.—He will find both 
the man and the philofopher too in Frs- 
DeERicK, unallayed by the king, and 
unfullied by the warrior. 

A patron of all liberal arts and (ciences, 
and a model of moft: in a more parti- 
cular manner cultivating, adorning, and 
adorned by the belles dettres. His early 
and firft attempt was a refutation of the 
impious fyftem of Machiavel, that cele- 
brated

His memoirs, intended to 
ferve only as materials for a future hifto- 
rv of the houfe of Brandenburg, are fuch 
as mutt neceflarily defeat his own pur- 
pole, unlefs he will write the hittory too, 
himlelf. There are alfo fpecimens e- 
nough of his poetical genius, to fhow 
what he might be asa poet, were he not 
jomething greater and better. [xvii. 598.] 

Neither the toils of war nor the cares 
of government ingrofs his whole time, 
but he enjoys a confiderable part of it 
in familiar and eafy converfation with 
his equals, men. There the king is un- 
known, and, what is more, unfe/t. Me- 
rit is the only diftinGtion, in which his 
unallerted, but confeffed, and decided 
fuperiority, flatters amind formed like 
his, much more delicately, than the al- 
ways cafual, and often undeferved, fu- 
periority of rank and birth. 

Hut not to {well an effay towards a 
character, to the bulk of a finifhed cha- 
racter, ftilllefs to that of a hiltory; I 
will conclude this fketch with this obfer- 
vation: Many a private man might make 
a gieat king, but where is the king who 
could make a great private man, except 
FREDERICK?

The feveral papers which we infert. 
ed from the Report of the board of in. 
guiry [xix. 622.—627.] were read ; as

‘This 
minute bears, That Thierri had been 
above twenty years a pilot on the 
coaits of France, and had ferved as 
firtt piloc on board feveral of the French 
King’s fhips; that the largeft thips 
might fafely come up to the ifle of Aix ; 
that there was no fortification in that 
ifland, but a battery of 24 or 26 guns, 
twenty-four pounders, which might be 
ceitroyed by the Magnanime alone ; 
that men might be landed to the north 
of Fouras, out of fight of the fort, on 
firm ground, and within random-fhot 
of the fhips guns; that from the land- 
ing-place to Rochefort was five Englifh 
miles, the road dry, and not interfected 
by ditches or morafs; that Rochefort 
was almolt furrouaded with a rampart, 
but that on both fides, in that place 
which ends at the river, there was no 
wall for fixty paces, the inclofure being 
only a palifade, and the ground to

It will, however, not only gratify the

““gment of our readers, to fee a regular 
‘ccount of this expedition, extracted trom 
trial, 
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Whathappened previous to the failing 
of the fleet, may be learned from the pa- 
pers already inferted. [xix. 622,.—626.] 

The fleet failed Sept. 8. 1757, and 
arrived off the coat of France on the 
2oth. On the 23d, and not before, 
they got into Baique road. _ Part of the 
zoth was loft by fending fome of the 
fieet to chafe a French man of war, which 
got away from them. ‘The zrit, being 
foggy, the pilot would not undertake to 
carry the fleet in ull it cleared, fothat he 
could fee his marks; the fleet therefore 
tacked, and lay with the head off till 
eight at night ; when, by fignal from 
Adm. Hawke, it anchored. On the 
22d, in the morning, it weighed; but 
it falling calm about eleven o’ clock, the 
fleet anchored agains At about three 
a imall breeze {prung up, upon which 
the fleet weighed a fecond time, and all 
the men of war and tran/ports got in by 
the next morning. 

On the 23d the ifle of Aix was taken, 
and the demolition of the work’ was 
begun. 

On the 24th Capt. Clerk was fent by 
Gen. Mordaunt from the Ramillies to 
the ifle of Aix, to examine what prifon- 
ers he could find that had been at Roche 
fort; but not being able to getany fatif- 
factory account, and thofe men who 
were molt likely to give a fatisfactory 
account having been tent for on board 
by Gen, Conway, he returned. 

In the afternoon Capt, Clerk propofed 
to Capt. How, that they fhould go on 
fhore, and reconnoitre Fouras; to this 
Capt. How confented ; and Mr Boyd 
and Mr Williams agreed to go withthem. 
Accordingly, the weather being per- 
feétly calm, they went on fliore on a 
rock at the point of land called 7 ife 
Denis, which runs out from Fort louras, 
and walked two miles over a fponpy 
neck of land, between the rock and the 
terra firma, which at high water is over- 
flowec.

Gen. Mordaunt had allo confidcre 
ed the paper of intelligence received by

As no lefs ttrong aflurances have been 
ei iven on the part of his Moft Chriftian 
Mayelty, that he will fteadily adhere to 
perform his engagements, 
we are told that the court of Peterfburg 
is refolved to perfilt in the new fyftem, 
and with that view has fettled the dif- 
putes which fo long fubfited about the 
frontiers of Finland, to the entire fatil- 
faction of the Swedes, in order to in- 
cuce them to carry on the war againtt 
iis Pruffian M: ijeity. Advices trom 
Warfaw, of January 7. bear, that Gen. 
Fermer, who then commanded the 
Ruilian army lately under M. Apraxin, 
had received potitive orders to renew 
hottilities againit the territory of Pruffia, 
and that he had accordingly detached 
the light troops which were in the neigh- 
bourhood of Memel, and ordered them 
to advance towards Konigfberg. <A 
letter from Damntzick, dated Jan. 18. 
favs, they had juit received advice, that 
the Ruflan army arrived the tcth 
before Konigtberg ; that on its ap- 
proach the garrifon in that city and at 
Pillau had withdrawn, after nailing up 
he cannon; and that the inhabitants of 
Praflia led onevery tide. Another letrer 
from the fame place, and of the fame 
date, publithed in the London gazette, 
isas follows. ‘* The advices relating to 
the motions of the Ruffians are ftill un- 
certain; but the apprehenfion of their 
approach has made the inhabitants of 
Konigiberg begin to provide for the 
wortt, by icnding their moft valuable 
effects 
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eects to this city.” Later accounts 
from Dantzick, of Jan. 25. & 27. fay, 
‘hat on the 22d an advanced party of 
»e Ruflian army entered Konigfberg, 
ond that Gen. Fermer was expected 
every moment; that the few Pruflian 
troops that M. Lehwald left in Ducal 
P;uflia to guard the frontiers had march- 
ed towards Marienwerder, with artille- 
ry, in order to defend the pailage 
ot the Viftula againft the invaders. It 
‘, added, that one corps of the Ruffians 
s to proceed by forced marches into 
Yomerania to the relief of the Swedes, 
while another corps is to crofs Poland, 
in order to make a diverfion in Silefia. 

Letters from SrocxHoLm§ advife,

The exccution of the guaranty of the 
peace of Weitphalia implying no hotti- 
lities between Sweden and Pruflia, his 
Majetfty did not prejume that the King 
of Pruflia would be guilty of proceedings, 
which, as they concerned Sweden direct- 
ly, muft produce, betwixt the two courts, 
an abfolute enmity, inilead of relative 
hottilities, ke thofe that naturally re- 
jult from engagements for guarantying 
the treaty of Weitphalia.”’ 

The after part of this memortal char- 
ges the King of Pruflia, with ordering 
Count ce Solms, his minitler at Stock- 
halm, to depart fuddenly, without taking 
leave; and with menacing and fending 
away from Berlin, Oct. 2. in the even- 
ing, Baron Nolcken, the Swedith mini- 
fter, ordering three oficers to condua 
him tothe frontiers. 

About the middle of December, a 
memorial, in anfwer to that publithed 
by the court of Sweden, to juftify their 
invation of his Pruilian Majeity’s domie 
nions, was fent to all the Pruilian mini- 
fters at foreign courts.

** If the court of Sweden’s enterprife 
againit a prince who had room to expect 
her friendfhip, has furprifed all Europe, 
they cannot be lefs furprifed at the rea- 
fons alledged by that court, to glofs o- 
ver fo fingular a procedure.

The 
work is extremely magnificent, and we are tol 
that no more than fourfcore copies were ca(t uff, 
It is divided into fix clafles. ‘The firft contains 
the filver coins of the popes, ecclefiaftical elector, 
arch‘ifhops, bithops, chapters, and orders 
ty. ‘The fecond, thofe of empires and kingdoms, 
‘The third, thole of the fovereign houfes of Ger- 
many, of inferior princes, counts, and barons of 
the empire, with thofe of the neighbouring fove- 
rcign houfes of Germany and France. In the 
fourth are the coins of the fovereigns major, or 
principalities of Italy, and of the inferior or feu- 
catory princes of the empire. The fifth exhibits 
the monics of republics, provinces, and citics. 
The tixth confitls of vague coins only. This lait 
clafs is the thorteft, as it is the leaft important of 
allofithem, for it contains not one money coin. 
In this lait clafs, however, is reprefented a picce 
of a very fingular kind. In 1534, the Anabap- 
tifts got pofleffion of the city of Munfter, and 
formed a project of converting or conguering all 
L.urope. One John Bockhold, a tailor, com- 
monly called hn of Leyden, afted at firft the 
part of a prophet among them, but afterwards 
got himfclf proclaimed king. He fent apoftles in- 
to all parts of the world ; his orders were absolute: 
ly defpotic, and he enjoyed his royalty above a 
year; when Francis de Waldeck, Bithop of Mun- 
fler, found means to retake his erty. 
ict into his Wands, and fuffered death, with ¢! 
moniiters of his impoftures, the 22d of January 
1536. He caufed feveral coins to be ftruck 
wherein he applied paffages of {Cripture to his f2- 
natic eas.

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Caflel, the Dukes of Brunfwick and 
Saxe Gotha, and the Count de la Lip- 
pe Buckeburg, began to move from 
their quarters of cantonment along the 
Wefer, about the end of April; and hae 
ving affembled at Bielefeld, in the coun- 
ty of Ravenberg, his R. Highnefs put 
himfelf at their head on the 4th of May. 
While this army was afiembling, his 
Maieity, as Elector of Brunfwick Lu- 
nenburg, publithed a declaration, fet- 
forth, that he was very far from

confent of the crownof France [xix.65q), 
Soon after, his Pruffian Majetty remi- 
ted to the diet a declaration, relative to 
the French invading his dominions, anc 
claiming the afillance of the empire. 
‘The like was done by the Hanoverian 
miniiter with refpe&t to his maier’s ter 
ritories. 

Before the army of obfervation began 
to move, and before the negotiation re- 
lative to the neutrality of Hanover broke 
up, the French fent a flrong army into 
Germany. One corps, under the com- 
mand of Marfhai Count d’Etrées, was 
faid to confiit of more than 90,000 men; 
and another, under the Prince de Sou- 
bife, was computed at 32,000 [xix.623.]. 
The French gave out, that the former 
was defigned to march through the tere 
ritories of Hanover, and the duchy of 
Magdeburg, into Saxony; while the 
latter was to penetrate through the land- 
graviate of Heffe-Caifel, and, after be- 
ing joined by the army of the empire, 
proceed for the fame country, to drive 
the Pruflians from thence. No fooner 
had the French entered Weftphalia, than 
they feized the county of Lingen, belong- 
ing to the King of Pruflia, and that of 
Bentheim, which the Count, its fove- 
reign, in the French fervice. had mort- 
gaged to the electorate of Hanover for 
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gn annual penfion. They marched 
through Cologne, into Cleves, invetted 
Gveldies, and levied heavy contribu- 
tions in Bentheim, and the eftates of his 
Prufian Majefty, which they foon ruin- 
ed. Next they paffed through the bi- 
jhopric of Muniter, the capital of which 
they made a place of arms, and along 
the river Lippe, in order to advance to- 
wards the Wefer, and the confines of 
the electorate of Hanover. Atthe fame 
ime a detachment of their army puthed 
forward on the right of the river Ems, 
to penetrate into Friefland. ‘The 
King of Prufiia’s troops in the ftates of 
Cleves, Meurs, and La Marck, retired 
as the French advanced, taking their 
soute along the Lippe, in order to pro- 
ceed to Magdeburg. Gueldres was the 
only place on that fide where his Maje- 
hy ordered a garrifon to be left. ‘The 
French began to reduce that town by a 
iege; but foon turned it into a block- 
ace, from an apprehenfion that it would 
rot long hold out. The blockade, how- 
ever, continued till Aug. 23. when the 
parrifon, confiiling of Soo men, Capitue 
sted, being allowed to march out with

Majeity’s electoral dominions, the Duke 


of Cumberland caufed a part of his army 
pafs to the left of that river, as well to 
eat up or carry off the provifions and 
forage in the bifhopric of Paderborn, as 
to obferve the motions of the French. 
This detachment feized tie town of Pa- 
derborn, and obliged the garrifon, cone 
filting of 800 men, to march out, and 
take an oath that they would not ferve 
during the war. Upon notice that M. 
@’Etrees was advancing from Wahren- 
dorf to Rheda, the Duke withdrew his 
troops from Paderborn and Ritberg, atter 
deftroying what provitions and forage 
he could not carry off. ‘Their rear was 
attacked at Bielefeld and Tlervoerden, 
on the 13th and rgth of June. The 
French gave out, that, in this rencoune 
ter, the lofs of the army of obfervation 
Was very preat; that they themfelves 
took ten pieces of cannon and feveral 
baggage-waggons, and made a great 
many prifoners, without loling any ofli- 
cer of note; and that 300 deferters, 
moflly Profiians, came over to them. 
But, according to the London gazette, 
the Duke’s army loft only 44 men, in 
killed, wounded, and prifoners; and 
the French fuifered confiderably. The 
gafconading account given by the latter, 
deferves the lefs credit, that it does not 
appear there was a fingle Pruilian in the 
Duke’s army. 

After this affair his R. Highnefs reti- 
red toward Hamelen, where he had e- 
reCted his principal magazine. He put 
this town in a polture of defence; pott- 
ed troops along the Leine, upon which 
Hanover ftands; and took all poflible 
precautions to obftruct the progrefs of 
the invaders. But the French army be- 
ing far more numerous than the Duke’s, 
advanced to the Upper Weler, and 
drawing the attention of his R. High- 
nefs toward Minden and Rhintelen, as 
if they intended to pafs at thofe towns, 
they effected the pafiage of the river at 
the abbey of Corvy, without oppofition, 

etween the and 16th of July; and 
foon afier made themfelves maflers of 
Rhintelen, where 300 Heflians were 
made prifoners of war. M. d'Etrées 
laid the acjacent parts of the electorate 
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of Hanover under contribution, and fent 
a requifition to the regency to treat a- 
bout the quotas, and the fubfiftence 
they were to deliver to the French troops. 
He allo reflored Count Bentheim to his 
eftate, the payment of whofe penfion had 
been ftopt by the regency, after the 
county was ruin ed by the French, and 
the Count himfelf was in their army. 
Severe] fkirmithes happened between 
parties of the two armies, without any 
great thing being effected on either fide, 
till the 24th.

‘The French account bore, that about 
16,000 of their troops, under the Duke 
of Orleans and M. ce Chevert, attack.

On the 24th of 
july, the enemy having marched in 
three columns, with artillery, towards 
the village of Latford, the Duke of Cum. 
berland, finding it impoflible to fupport 
the village, withdrew his pofts from it 
The fame day the French made two at- 
tacks at the wood adjoining to the vil. 
lace, but failed in both. Upon certain 
advice of their defign to attack him, the 
Duke drew up his army on the height 
between the Wefer and the woods, ha- 

ng the Hamelen river on his right, the 
village of Hattenbeck (from which the 
aétion has its name) in his front, and hi: 
left clofe to the wood, at the point of 
which was a battery of twelvespounder: 
and hauwitzers, The 25th was {pent 
in cannonading one another, and both 
armies lay on their arms all night. Ai 
day-break on the 26th his R. Highnel 
reconnoitred the French. A little afie: 
five a {mart cannonading began, arc 
between feven and eight a firing of {ma: 
arms. ‘Che French gaining ground, :

5 
this time the enemy having got poilt 
fion of a height, that commanded ar¢ 
flanked both the Duke's lines of infar 
try, and his battery, from which ! 
could not drive them, his R. Highre 
ordered a retreat, which was execut 
in good order, and with the greateil rt 
luctance on the part of the common {0 
diers. He retreated firft to Hamelti 
and then to Lhune, without difturbanc 
Col. Bredenbach attacked four briga 
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of the French ftrongly pofted with a bat- 
tery of fourteen pieces of cannon, char- 


ed them with his bayonets, repulfed 
and drove them down a precipice, and 
took all their artillery, ammunition, ec. ; 
but, preferring the care of his wounded 
to the carrying away of the cannon, he 
only brought off fix, nailing up and de- 
ftroying the Col. Dachenhauien, 
on his fide, drove feveral fquadrons of 
the enemy as far as their army, whone- 
yr gave him an opportunity of char- 
cing them. The battle lafted about fix 
hours. The army of obfervation had 
22> men killed, 907 wounded, and 220 
mifling 5 and the French had 17 officers 
killed and 118 wounded, 1038 foldiers 
killed and 115g wounded. It was aflu- 
red, that M. d’Etreés had go,coo men 
at this aétion, and the Duke of Cumber- 
Jand fearce the half of that number. On- 
iy a part of the left wing of the later 
was engaged. 

It was evidently the fear of having 
his left wing furrounded by the enemy, 
and the probability of their fucceeding 
init, that induced the Duke to retreat. 
Some obferved, that if he had notwith- 
landing ttood his ground, and fent de- 
tachments from his right to the relief of 
the left, he might have gained a com- 
pute vitory, as the Col® Bredenbach 
Dachenhaufen were performing 
wonders at the very time the retreat was 
ordered, and the common foldiers were 
Cying out to be led on to revenge the 
crucl treatment of their matters and 
Countrymen; while atthe fame time M. 
tces was beginning to defpair of car- 
fying his point. 

Onthe 28th the town of Hamelen 
furrendered to the French, who found 
init 60 pieces of cannon, feveral mor- 
tirs, a great quantity of warlike ftores 
ona provifions, 40 ovens, and a part of 
the Duke of Cumberland’s baggage. 
le garrifon marched out on the 30th, 
With all the honours of war, and were 
Condutted to Hanover. The fame day 
M. d’Etrées was fuperfeded in the com- 
mand of the French army, by the Mar- 
hal Duke de Richlieu, who, the year 
Sclore, had commanded the French for- 
ss atthe taking of Fort St Philip in 
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Minorca. M. Richlieu arrived at the 
army on the 6th of Augutt. 

Mean time the Duke of Cumberland, 
who had retired to Copenbruck, marche 
ed thence towards Minden ; the Pruffian 
garrifon of which, it was faid, joined 
him. His R. Highnefs next marched 
along the right of the Wefer, in order 
to cover the duchies of Bremen and Ver- 
den, and preferve a communication with 
Stade, whither the Hanoverian archives 
and effects had beenconveyed. A French 
garrifon of 2coo men entered the city of 
Hanover Aug. 6. exacted heavy contrie 
butions, and levied the public money of 
the electorate. ‘he French marched 
clofe after the Duke in his retreat. On 
the ath of September his R. Highnefs 
incamped under the cannon of Stade, 
at Clofter Seven, where the French fet 
about hemming him in on every fide. 
Ie was thoughtafecond battle would have 
been fought here, in which the grearet 
efforts would have been made, as the 
fate of the whole eleCtorate of Hanover 
depended upon it; or that the Duke 
would have endeavoured to keep the 
French in play all the rigour of the fea- 
fon fhould render it neceflary to go in- 
to winter-quarters. But foon after his 
R. Highnets found himfelf obliged to 
fubmit to a convention, eflecied under 
the mediation of the Count de Lynar, 
his Danifh Majetty’s minifter ; by which 
the ausiliary troops of his army were to 
be fent home to their refpective coun- 
tries; a part of the Hanoverians were 
to enter into garrifon in Stade, and the 
re{t to take quarters in the duchy of La- 
wenburg, beyond the Elbe ; the French 
being to remaim in pofleflion of the 
whole dominions of ilanover till the de- 
finitive reconciliation of the two fove- 
reigns. 

‘thus the army of obfervation, for 
forming and maintaining of which the 
Britith parliament had granted 2>0,000l, 
was reduced to a {tate ot inictivity, be- 
ing to be looked upon in no other lighe 
than as prifoners of war at large; by 
which means M. Richlicu was left at 
liberty to penetrate further into Germa- 
ny, and to ravage the dominions of 
Bruafwick, and thofe of the King of 

K Prasiia. 
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Profia. Whereas had the army of ob- 


fervation, after the battle of Haltenbeck, 
inftead of talling back to Hamelen, and 
the Lower Weler, retreated behind the 
Leine, and proceeded fucceflively from 
thencetoWoltenbuule, Halbertitade, and 
Magdeburg, they might have waited in 
an intrenched camp, under the cannon 
of this laft place, in perfedt fecurity, till 
joined by a body of Profhans; and an 
army of above 30,000 good troops, 
which the convention rendered ulelets, 
might then have icconcded the operations 
of the Prufian armies fo effectually, that 
their lols on the isth of June would 
fearce have been felt. 

M. Richliew poflefled himielf of all 
the towns in his Britannic Majetty’s Ger- 
man dominions, except Stade, and al- 
fo of the whole dominions of the Duke 
of BrunfwickeWolfenbuttle-Bevern, lea- 
ving that prince's family nothing but 
the caitle of Biankenburg to refide in. 
The Prince de Soubife likewile feized 
al! places in the Jandgraviate of Hefle- 
Cailcl ; whofe tovereign, with the here- 
ditary princels, daughter of his Britan- 
nic Majeity, and her fons, retired to 
Hamburg 

The plan of operations concerted foon 
after the convention before mentioned, 
by the Emprets Queen and her allies, 
feems to have been this. The combi- 
ned army of the French and the empire 
was to drive the Pruthans out of Saxo- 
ny, while the Auitnians were to exert 
their whole tkrength to reconquer Silefia;

In that letter he gav 
out, that her Czarifh Majetty, deep} 
affeted with the misfortunes of the 
King of Poland, was marching a body 
of her troops, in order to procure hia 
redrefs, and prefcribe limits to the 
boundlefs projects of the King of Pruf 
fia[xix.g5]. We were told, that this 
letter was no wile acceptable to the 
Poles, who bear a natural antipathy to 
the Saxons; that they imputed the di- 
ftrefles of that electorate to its luxury 
and price ; ; and that therefore they ufed 
every artiice to fpirit up the nobility to 
oppofe the march of the Rofians 
through the Polith territories. His Bri- 
tannic Majelty, who had long cultivated 
2 good correipondence with the 
prets of Ruffia, and whofe minifters had 
always received ciftinguifhing marks of 
regard at her court, having in vain en- 
deavoured to divert her Majetty from 
profecuting her defign againft the Pruf- 
tian monarch, his nephew, ordered his 
miniter at Peterfburg to folicit her 
mediation in the difpute between the 
Eemprefs-Queen and that prince; butit 
was refuled. That minifter having 
made a fecond application, he was told, 
that no ulterior propofitions for fucha 
mediation would be liftened to, and that 
the Emprefs was peremptorily refolved 
to puriue the meafures fhe had taken; 
thereby avowing, what his Pruflian Ma- 
jelly had all along alledged, a precon- 
ceried defign of crofhing the power of 
the houle of Brandenburg. and with it 
the Proteftant r religion, of which that 
houfe was one of the moft illuftrious fup- 
porters.

About 28.0°c0 Ruthans, who had 
marched through Samogitia, in the end 
of June, invelted Memel, which is the 
fit town of Pruflia on that fide, fitua- 
ted on the noith fide of the river Me- 
mel or Niemen; and a part of we Ruf- 
fon feet blocked ir up by fea. The 
place bei Ig but ill fortified and weakly 
guriifoned, capitulat ted July 5. after a 
bowbardment of five days; the garriion 
beng to march ont with the honours of 
war, but not to ferve againft the Iim- 
ess, or her allies, for a year. This 
capitulation, however, the Ruifians did 
potfalnl, but detained the garrifon as 
priioners Of war, On various pretexts, 
chilly with a view, as was alledged, 
tocompel the men to inliit in the Ruf- 
fiantervice; and we have not yet heard 
of their being fet at liberty. Soon after 
this the Ruilian flect began to bombard 
Pilau ; bat, ficknefs prev ailing on 
board the iguadron, and the garrcifon 
maxing a vigorous defence, they aban- 
doned the enterprife. 

His Prufian Majefty had aflembled 
an army in Prafiia, under the command 
of Field-Marthal Lehwald, confifting of 
font 30,000 men. On notice of the 
approach of the Ruffians, the Marfhal 
ached towards the fronticrs, as far as 
iit, fome time he incamped at 
nierbo g, on the Niemen, in order to 
serve the motions of the Ruilians. On

violated by the Ruthans, and they 
fhould commit excefles difallowed by the 
laws of arms, he wouid make reprifals 
on Saxony [xix. 361.]. On the 4th of 
Auguit, the Marfhal decamped from 
Initerburg, and took pott near Wehlav 5 
to-which place the Ruiflians gradually 
appreached, with defign, as was thought, 
to make themfelves matters of Konig{- 
berg. 

‘The progrefs of the RufMfians was 
very flow, and nothing material hap- 
pened after the taking of Memel, ex- 
cept a fkirmifh between a party of Col- 
facks‘and fome Pruflian huflars, in 
which the latter killed above 70 men, 
and touk 26 prifoners, without the lofs 
of a man on their own fide. At length, 
an action happened between the two 
armies on the 30th of Auguft, near the 
villages of Norkitten and Staplacken. 
both fides claimed the victory, which 
we leave to be judged of by what fol- 
lows. The Prutiian account of this 
battle bore, that the Ruflian army, a- 
mounting to $0,0°0 regular troops, was 
mow advantageouily pofled ; that it was 
compofed of four lines, each defended 
by an intrenchment with artillery, and 
batteries placed upon all the eminences ; 
that, notwithflanding fo great a fuperi- 
ority, M. Lehwald, whole army hardly 
coniifled of 30,000 men, attacked them 
at five in the morning ; that he broke 
their whole firft line, and forced all their 
batteries; that Pr, George of Holfteine 
Gottorp, brother to the King of Sweden, 
having, at the head of his regiment of 


dragoons, routed the enemy’scavalry, fell.

precipitately with a victorious army, 
half of which would have been faffi- 
cient to beat that of the enemy, which 
was feized with terror, whillt her Ma- 
jefly’s troops difcovered the greateft 
ardor to return to the combat, and had 
a fufficient quantity of provifions and 
warlike ftores. Prefling inflances have 
fince been made, by the court of Viens 
na, to the Rudian miniftry, for renewe 
ing the operations againit Pruffia, with 
the promife of immediate payment of 
the fubiidies itipulated by that court and 
France; and towards the end of the 
year, the -mprefs gave pofitive orders 
for her troops to return immediately into 
Pruffia, under the command of Gen, 
Fermer. 

We are now come to the laft enemy 
that appeared againit the King of Pruf- 
fa, While his Majefty was imbar- 
raffled with enemies on all fides, and had 
not armies to defend every particular di- 
fritt, the Swedes, difregarding the illu- 
{trious example of their renowned Kin 
Guitavus Adolphus, who, in the laft 
century, had immortalized his name, 
by defending the Proteftant religion, 
and fupporting the opprefled princes of 
that communion, againft the houfe of 
Aultia, refolved to fend a confiderable 
body of troops into Pomerania. In A= 
pril, if not before, this refolution wae 
notified to the diet of the empire in name 
of his Swedith Majefty ; and the pre- 
text aflumed was, that the King was obe 
higed to fulfil his engagements as gua- 
rantce of the treaty of Weftphalia. It 
is well known, that the King of Swes 
den, who is married to a filter of his 
Proffian Majefty, is no wife difaffeed to 
the intereil of the latter. But he has only 
the fhadow of royal authority. ‘The fe- 
nate, who are almoft all in the French 
intereft, act as petty fovereigns, and in- 
giofs the ruling power. ‘i his meafure 
of attacking Brandenburg Pomerania 
was vigoroufly pufhed, and adtually 
carried, by the domineering fenate, 
through the intrigues of France, and to 
make their court to Ruflia, contrary to 
the King’s incliaations and re-, 

monftrances. 
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monitrances. Accordingly a body of 
13,000 foot and acco horfe were tranf- 
ported into Pomerania, which, with 
thofe formerly tn that duchy, were com- 
puted at about 2t,ccomen. M. Stern- 
berg was appointed commander in chief. 
‘Tbe Swedith troops landed at Stracliund, 
and havine no forces to oppofe them, 
took pofleffion cl Anciam, Deminin, 
Wollin, Penemunder, Schans, Ukere 
munde, Paflawalk, and Treptow, un- 
garnioned towns belonging to the King 
of Prufia. Upon this irruption, his 
Majefly recalled his minitler from Stock- 
holm, ordered the Swedith minifter to 
leave Berlin, and declared, that he !ook- 
ed this extraordinary conduct of 
the Swedes as a declaration of war, and 
Should procecd accordingly. Count de 
Hamilton, who had the command ull 
Sternberg arrived, publithed a declara- 
tion, dated at Stiacliund, Sept. ro. fet- 
ting forth, hat the King of Sweden, 
as guarantee of the treaty of Weilpha- 
lia, could not excule himic!lf from canu-

Mean time, M. Lehwald, havis 
now nothing to fear from the Ruffiang, 
difpatched Pr.

For this 
pupo.e, onthe zoth of November, he 
fent sco men with 200 hoffars, under 
Maj Kahlenberg, toward: the Lievenow, 
In orcer to get behind the enemy, and 
cut off their retreat to that port, while 
Maj. de Klictt, with goo men and 10 
huilars, was to make a feint attack on 
the fide of Wollin. Kahlenberg pailed 
the Dievenow on the 24th. A detach 
ed party of 99 Swedith foot, whom he 
met on his march, furrendered them: 
felves prifoners, ‘The garrifon of Wol 
lin, apprifed ot the defign, immediate 
ly left the town; the cavalry took rhe 
road toward Schwienemunde, and tt 
infantry retired to Kartzig, where they 
intended to imbark ; but Kahlenberg! 
detachment furprifed them, and mace 
two captains, one lieutenant, fix gunners, 
and 121 men prifoners. They hkewit 
teived a boat onthe Dievenow with ont 
Officer, 24 men, and fix pieces of cam 
non. In this expedition the Prufhat 
took in ali 7 officers, 335 non-commi 
hon officers and foldieis, 6 gunner 
and g picces of cannon, without the loi 
of a fingle man.
